tweene them. And neuerthelelſe, their inf ti⸗ 
tles and rightes they maic charitably pꝛoſe⸗ 
cute befoꝛe ſuche as haue authoutic to heare 
the ſamc. 

Alſo, that they (hail inſtructe and teache in 
their cureg, that no man ought obſtinately and 
maliciouſly to bzcake and violate the laudable 
Ceremonies ofthe Lhurche , commaunded by 
publique authoꝛitie to be obſcrucd, 

Alſo, that thei ſhall take awate , vttcrly cr- 
tinct and deſtroye all Shuncs , coucryng of 
Shines, all Tables, Landleſtickes, Trin⸗ 
dals, and Rolles of Maxc, Pictures, Paintin⸗ 
geg. and all other monuments of fained mira⸗ 
cles,Ptigrimages, J dolatric and ſuperſtition, 
ſo that there remainc no memoꝛie of the ſame 
in walles Glaſſewindowes , oꝛ cls where with

pon other like blinde deuotions: ther ought at 


this tune to bee muche moꝛe ready to 9 
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pooꝛe and necdic,knowyng that to relieue the 
pooꝛe is a true woꝛſhippyng of God, required 
earneſtly vppon payne ot cuerlaſtyng damna⸗ 
tiõ, and that alſo whatſoeucr is giuen foꝛ their 
tomfoꝛte, is giuen to Lhult hymſelf, and ſo is 
accepted ol him, that he wil mercifully reward 
the ſame with euerlaſtyng life.

A ches be ramoued, and Tables pla- 
ted fo2 the adminiſtration of the holy Sacra- 
ment. accoꝛdyngto the toꝛme of the Law ther⸗ 
foꝛe pꝛouided: and in ſome other places, d Aul⸗ 
ters bee not yet remoued,vpon opinion concei⸗ 
ucd of ſome other oꝛder therein to be taken by 
her Maieſties Uiſitours. In the other where- 
ol, ſauyng foꝛ an vnikoꝛmitie there ſcemeth no 
matter of greate moment , ſo that the Sacra⸗ 
ment be ducly and reuerẽtiy miniſtred. Vet fox 
D. iu. obſctrua⸗ 
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obſcruation of one vnifozmitie, through the 
whole Kealme, and foꝛ the better imitation of 
the Lawe in that behalfe, it is oꝛdered that no 
Aulter be taken dounc , but by oucrſtght ofthe 
Curate of the Churche, and the Churchwar⸗ 
dens, oꝛ one otthem at the leaſt, wherin no rio- 
tous 92 diſoꝛdered maner to be vſed. And that
